University Doemltory Accommodations. 


Thi Regents of tha State University-have 


provided deomitory and sleeping accommo- 
lations for twenty pnpils.in the University 
building. A fine oobking range haa been 
placed in the kitchen. Tables, chairs, and 
ill other necessary furniture hare been 
purchased and are ready for use. Twenty 
ilcove sleeping rooms have been neatly 
furnished with everything except mattresses 
tnd bedclothing, which is all that the 
pupils who occupy them will have to 
provide. Although there is.no immediate 
prospect for these things being called into 
requisition, the Regents concluded to haya 
them in readiness against the time when a 
sufficient cumber of pupils to justify a 
suitable person taking the doemitory de- 
partment, may desire to live at the Uni- 
versity building. There are doubtless many 
parents in other parts of the State who 
would send their children to our State 
Duirersity instead o! to other institutions, 
East and West, provided they could be 
'issnred such accommodations aa hive been 
be utilized as soon as the requisite number 
furnished by the Regents, and which can 
of pupils desirous o£ availing themselves of 
them, signify their wishes to the officers of 
the college. 
Tho only expense wUl be 


for table board, as uo charge will ba made 
for sleeping rooms, and tuition is of course 
free to all. As soon as these things become 
generally known there will doubtless be 
applications enough to justify the opening 
up of this new branch of the institution, 
for no superior inducements can be offered 
elsewhere on the coast, either in the matter 
of educational advantages or cheapness of 
living. There is certainly no reason why 
Nevada parents should send slieir children 
'out of the State for instruction, when all of 
the advantages of a first-class educational 
institute are available at a smaller erst at 
the University at Reno.
